John T. Trimble, Law School Sen- 
ior, and a member of the eloquent 
trio which met and conquered Ox- 
ford University this fall, will go to 
Princeton on Friday. 

Representatives from the leading 
colleges and universities of the coun- 
try will participate in the conference, 
the object of which is to discuss the 
responsibility of the United States in 
reference to the World Court. It is 
expected that the result of the con- 
ference will be a strong resolution, 
sent to President Coolidge and the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
expressing the opinion of the young 
men and women of our colleges and 
universities who are to influence the 
national thought on public affairs in 
their generation. 

Students* Views Wanted. 

Mr. Trimble Is well equipped to 
represent the University in a discus- 
sion of this important question, hav- 
ing made a special study of it in con- 
nection with his work in the Law 
School, and in connection with de- 
bates on the subject in which he has 
participated. 

In discussing the World Court 
question, Dr. Lewis pointed out that 
there was much to be said on both 
sides. Those who are in favor of it 
argue that, since matters submitted 
to the court are to be settled from 
a point of justice and not force, 
peace and good will, will be main- 
tained among the nations. Those who 
oppose the court advocate that en-

IJer first position was In the Penn- 
sylvania State Normal School, ManB- 
fleld, Pa., where ehe taught German 
until Its abolition due to war, there- 
after teaching psychology. She be- 
came at the eamo time active In war 
work. Appointed as an educational 
director for the Y. W. C. A,, .she had 
received traveling orders to sail for 
Franoe and had reached Philadel- 
phia when the armistice changed 
things. In 1918 sho came to Wash- 
ington as educational director 61 the 
local Y. W. C. A. organization, In 
which capacity she served for two 
years.

DROPPING STUDENTS WHO FAIL 

Dean Hawkes, of Columbia College, suggests that Univer- 
■sities would do well to investigate the underlying reasons for a [ 
student’s failure before dropping him from their registers in 
accordance with inflexible rules- The Dean points out that the 
student, having been dropped from the University, often enters 
another. The latter, not understanding his case, duplicates the 
mistakes of the first. 

Sociological and psychological factors undoubtedly play a 
tremendous part in the determination of a student’s grade. As 
the Columbia Dean indicates, ill health, family trouble, too much 
extra-curricular work, and lack of money, may often be respon- 
sible for a student’s failure. The University that does not take 
into consideration these factors is not performing its maximum 
•of service in the field ’of education. 

Every student who fails to satisfy the University scholar- 
ship requirements is not a hopeless ease, although the odds are 
great that he will be if he is thrown out of his Alma Mater, with- 
out reasonable consideration of the reasons responsible for his 
failure. Standards are indispensable, but they should never be- 
come ironclad. It is the human side of the University that is 
most in need of development.

R. E. Rose, of Wilmington, Gives 
Illustrated Lecture Before 
Chemical Society 

At Its November meeting the 
Chemical Society was addressed by 
Dr. R. E. Rose, the technical director 
of the E. I. Du Pont Company, Wil- 
mington, Delaware. 

The audience of students and visi- 
tors from local Government depart- 
ments crowded the lecture hall to 
hear a masterly developed exposition 
of the relation existing between 
science and Industry. From the be- 
ginning to the end Dr. Rose held his 
audience in complete sympathy with 
his subject, “The Correlation Be- 
tween Science and Art in the Color 
Industry." 

A unique feature of the presenta- 
tion, was the illustration of the 
chemical structure of the dyes upon 
slides which were colored with the 
dye* being discussed, carrying to the 
listeners a vivid impression of the 
relation between color and chemical 
constitution. During the course of 
the presentation the lecturer gave 
actual demonstrations of dyeing and 
these aided in carrying over his sub- 
ject to the assemblage. Many pic- 
tures of famous chemists were ex- 
hibited. 

Prominent Men Are Guests. 

In addition to Dr. Rose the society 
entertained as guests Mr. C. C. Con- 
cannon. Chief of the Chemical Di- 
vision, Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, Dr. H. E. Howe, 
editor of “Industrial and Engineer- 
ing Chemistry," and Dr. W. J. Hale, 
chairman of the Division of Chem- 
istry and Technology of the National 
Research Council. 

At the December meeting of the 
society which will be held on the 
16th, Dr. Charles E. Munroe, former 
Dean of the 8chool of Graduate 
Studies and an internationally 
known authority on explosives, will 
speak.

“Mayan Hieroglyphics,” the last of 
a series of lectures by Dr. G. S. 
Morley, was delivered in Corcoran 
Hall on Monday evening, November 

30. 1 ., 

Dr. Motley said that in the. Old 
World there were three different in- 
ventions of writing, the Egyptian, 
the Chinese, and the Samarlan or 
cuneiform, all of which were prob- 
ably not original, but sprang from a 
common ancestor. In the New 
World there wasonly one invention, 
the Mayan, and/it' took place about 
five or six hundred B. C. I 

There were other crude attempt* 
of Indian tribes, such as knotted 
strings, apd pictures on wooden tab- 
lets’, but the Mayan, by far the most 
advanced, was the one that spread 
to most 6f the contigifous peoples of 
Mexico. Great Importance is at- 
tached to the Mayan hieroglyphics 
chiefly because they are representa- 
tive of the earliest arrival at the 
third stage of development in the 
graphic writing system. 

Four Stages In Writing 
\The first stage in writing is the 
pictorial. The second is idlographic, 
the pictures having become some- 
what conventionalized. The third 
is syllabic, and the fourth, alpha- 
betic. The Mayans were at the 
threshold of the third stage, almost 
as far as we, and may be said to 
have brought about the birth of 
phonetlcism. 

The astronomical studies \ of the 
Mayan race resulted in the produc- 
tion of divinitory horoscopes ’and of 
a system in which time was meas- 
ured in terms of elapsed days. It 
was absolutely accurate up to the 
passing of two thousand years. Be- 
cause of the uncertainty of days, no 
other race had ever done this fault- 
lessly. 

The Mayans were the first to in- 
vent the zero sign and positional 
mathematics, or the decimal system. 
The only difference between their’a 
and our’s was that their’s was 
vigecimal and ran from top to bot- 
tom. 

The Mayans had two forms of let- 
ters, “normal" and “head-bearing.” 
It is true that the Aztec tribe was 
quite advanced *> in writing, but 
whereas they used the rebus, the 
Mayans had actual syllables.

Columbia Dean Says Conditions Re- 
sponsible for Poor Records 


Bteity Waterman, representing 
the George Washington University 
interfraternity council, was chairman 
of the national committee. 

The National Interfraternity Coun- 
cil expressed a hope that the spirit 
and letter of these rules will here- 
after govern all national college fra- 
ternities In their rushing of new 
men. 

This code of Othics was presented 
at the meeting of the George Wash* 
ington University Interfraternity 
council held last Sunday, and the 
local council moved that it be pub- 
lished in the Hatchet. 

Fraternities Want Best Elements 

The council of interfraternity 
council delegates was made up of 
fifty-three men sent from interfrater- 
nity groups of the various colleges 
of all parts of the country. Besides 
drawing up the code of ethics the 
council passed a resolution requir- 
ing every delegate to submit a report 
completely outlining the position of 
fraternities in the respective schools 
represented, giving the rushing rules 
in force, and an opinion of the effi- 
ciency of the local system. The pur-^ 
pose of the council is to make fra- 
ternities more useful nationally, and 
more representative of the best ele- 
ments in the various undergraduate 
bodies. 

The code of ethics as ratified by 
the National Interfraternity Council 
on November 28 in New York City 
and recommended to all national col- 
lege fraternities, and the publication 
of which was moved at the lasfc^ meet- 
ing of the local Interfraternity coun- 
cil, follows: ' 

The Code of Ethic* 

Be it resolved, 

1. That it shall be unethical to 
pledge a man who has not been reg- 
ularly enrolled on the books of the 
Institution, paid his initial fees, and 
been resident at the institution for 
at least one day at the opening of 
the regular session. 

2. That it shall be unethical for a 
member of a fraternity to encourage 
a pledge of another fraternity to 
break his pledge; and that it shall 
be unethical fdr one house to pledge 
a man who has broken a pledge to 
another house, until a period of six 
months has elapsqd, unless there is 
a faculty riullng otherwise. 

3. That undergraduates hereafter 
discountenance alumni assistance In 
pledging. 

4. That no part of an initiation 
shall Include a public dempnstration, 
or Involve any dangerous physical 
violence to the initiate. 

6. That interfraternity political 
combines be deprecated. 

6. That it shall be unethical for 
any fraternity or fraternity\ member 
to maliciously damage the reputation 
and standing of another fraternity. 

The following supplements to the 
code were highly recommended: 

1. That the spirit as well as the 
letter of the above resolutions be 
upheld. 

2. That no fraternity initiate a 
pledge until he has made a satis- 
factory scholastic standing. \ .

Difficulty in obtaining significant 
information about college students is 
responsible for the present methods 
of dealing with those with poor rec- 
ords. according to a report of Dean 
Hawkes of Columbia. Extracts from 
the report have been mimeographed 
and circulated among members of 
George Washington University fac- 
ulty. 

Dean Hawkes cites as reasons for 
poor college records, “some combina- 
tion of poor preparation, low intelli- 
gence, lack of money, poor judgment 
in extra-curricular work, ill health, 
family trouble, falling in love and 
laziness.”/ 

“Of course the easiest way is to 
make a rule and abide by it, with- 
out going into any circumstances 
back of the returns, continues the 
Columbia Dean. “Such a procedure 
usually accompanies a consciousness 
of great virtue in holding up high 
academic standards. In my opinion 
more appropriate emotion would be 
one of humiliation for not possessing 
either the ability or the will to per- 
form with greater Intelligence one’s 
obligation to the students under 
one’s charge.” V 

The Dean says that students who 
fail in Columbia College are not 
dropped by rule. Instead, the faculty 
goes into the reason back of the 
trouble, and an effort is made to 
remedy it. However, if It is found 
that conditions responsible for the 
failure are too serious to be relieved, 
the student is not permitted to reg- 
ister until evidence is given that 
things will go better.
